upon leaving the United States. Ap- 
parently the Portuguese autboriUes at 
Lorento Marquea had doubts as to tbe 
actual neutrality of these men, for the 
party was detained many days at the 
port before they were allowed to pro- 
ceed over tbe railroad to Pretoria. Tbe 
dtipatdiaa stated tbat % lotter from 
MlM Barton turned the tide in their 
favor, illse Barton was safd to have 
declared tbat certain members of the 
party were known to ber. and beliered 
to be going nndef true colors. The 
offlplals here say that nothing can be 
done by the gOTernment to prevent 
such violations of faith as are reported 
from South Africa. The men did not 
go out with arms, and so did not fulflll 
the legal d'^s-crlption of a filibustering 
party, which would have enabled the 
United States to prevent their depar- 
ture. Similarly, the Portuguese au- 
thorities probably found themselves 
Qibllged to let the unknown men pass 
jtbrcragh Lorenzo Man^ues, and it 
«ppear that videaa the British 
government can Induce the Portuguese 
to take a different view of their obliga- 
tions, Portuguese South Africa will re- 
main an open doorway for recruits ea- 
tttlttf tbe Tra navmL 

8VBVEY OF m m WAR. 

Beport Tlimt Boers Will 'J>estroy 
Johannesberg Mines. 

London, April 19.— The arrival of 
General Carrlngtoa at Beira, Portu- 
guese East Africa, and a reiteration of 
tbe report tbat Boers Intend blowing 
up the Johannesberg mines, are the 
only items Of newi that mark the war 
cables. ' 

Some weeks must elapse before Gen- 
eral Carrington will be able to concen- 
trate his force on the borders x>f the 
Transvaal or approach Mafeklng. Ac- 
cording to a rumor in circulation at 
Lorenso Marquee, a Boer force has 
been sent to intercept General Carring- 
ton, but it is not thought to be of 
sufficient strength to cause anxiety. 

Tbe Natal Mercury is responsible 
for th« renewed fears concerning the 
accounts from newly-arrived refugees, 
saying elaborate preparations for the 
destruction of all the Johannesberg 
•bafts have been carried on under the 
■npervtefen of tbe state mining en- 
gineer, who Is alleged to have rncpil'-i- 
tioned all the copper wire in the town 
for the purpose of making connections. 

Tb« BloemtoQteta'B dispatches re- 
mite Ml of a trivial details, but are 
lAvolutely silent as to the future. 

According to a dispatch from Lady- 
amith the Boers are much disconcerted 
^ the present condition of affairs, 
llielr fortiDcaMoM aad forces, num- 
bering 15,000 me», spread over 
ridges in contemplation of a British 
advance through the Waschbank val- 
ley, north of Ladysmith, wbioh has not 
been oocu|>led. Tbe Boer patrols are 
very active and .are constantly laying 
traj?8.

Bishops In ttecret Session. 
New York. April 19.— Nearly 60 
bishops Of ' the Protestant Bplscopal 

church began a secret session In the 
church mission house. It was learned 
that the chief object of the conference 
was to determine 9n the reaignatlon of 
Bishop Henry Jackson, former coadju- 
tor bishop of the dioco-o of Alabama, 
about Jan. 1. Ordinarily the resigna- 
tion of the bishop would come up be- 
fore a meeting of the house of bishops, 
but in view of the circumstanMs sur- 
surrounding the present cftie, the pres- 
ent session of tbe bishops was called 
to act on tbe case. Blabop Jackson's 
resignation was accepted, but there has 
been no decision as to his suocesaor. 



Virginia Bond Case. 
New York. April 19.— What is known 
as the Virginia bond forgery case came 

up for trial when Julius S. Schroeter, 
a manufacturer of Forest Hill, N. J., 
was placed on trial for forgery In the 
first degree before Judge Newberger 
in general sessions. Schroeter is 
charged with forging the names of D. 
R. Revely, treasurer of the common- 
wealth of Virginia, and H. H. Drson, 
second auditor of the state, to a bond 
of the Issue of 1SS2, which" he is also 
accused of having hypothecated. 
Schroeter is alleged to have got hold 
Of bonds of tbe c^nmonwealtb «t Vir- 
ginia,and raised 9100,000 on them. 

Trial of Attorney Anderson. 
Denver, April 19.— The trial of W. 

W. Anderson, the attorney who f.hot 
H. H. Tammen and F. G. Bonfils, pro- 
prietors of the Denver Post, in their 
office on Jan. 13, ICOO, began on the 
charge of attempting to kill Mr. Tam- 
men. Alfred Packers, the "man-eater," 
for whom the Po.st was endeavoring 
to seiure a pardon, and for whom 
Messrs. Bonflls and Tammen alleged 
Mr. Anderson procured money by false 
representations, will be brouglit from 
the penitentiary to testify for the 
prosecution. 

An Iiivcstlgutleu Requested. 
Washington, April 19. — In the sen- 
ate Mr. Chandler offered and secured 
the adoption of a resolution directing 
the committee on printing to investi-

Death of a Xegro PollHclaii. 

New Orleans, April 19. — Henry De- 
mas, one of tbe best known negro pol- 
iticians in the south, is dead. Demas 
was a prominent figure here through- 
out reconstruction times, and was a 
member of the state senate until eight 
years ago. President McKlnley ap- 
pointed him three years ago to a lucra- 
tive naval office, but charges involving 
his integrity were pressed so vigor- 
ously that the senate finally rejected 
the nomination.

Cro«.on Landing. N. Y., April 10.— 
One of the most st irMing effe. tH of the 
presence of the militia at the Croton 
Valley dam is the anxiety ezhibited by 
many of the more peaceful of the strik- 
ing Itr.lians to pack up their little be- 
longings and seek work elsewhere. 

Fully LO of them left tbe Croton 
I..andlng railroad depot, bound for New 
York. None of them would say very 
much, but all of them acknowledged 
that thoy were going to look for work 
in some other quarter, as they wished 
to avoid trouble. That they were 
scared by the lmpo..ins military dis- 
play is certain, and even among tlif 
1h inherent Italians the coming of the 
troops has had a salutary influence. 
At 7 a. m. work^was resumed, but there 
were no more laborers on hand. Only 
the same gang of about 30, who have 
been quartered at the works, turned 
out, and very little progress was made. 

General Roe said that the outlook 
was much more promi.sina;. and that 
while there was only a few laborers on 
hand, the fact that absolute protection 
would be afforded those who wanted 
to return to work would undoubtedly 
prove effective. 

Ten men have been placed under ar- 
rest in the Bowery. There was no at- 
tempt at resistance. Warrants for the 
arrest of the ringleaders of the strike 
were issued by Judge I.»nt of Sing 
Sing, who holds court In White Plains. 
The complainant Is Peter E. Stevens, 
the timekeeper for the contractors. 
The several charges are having in pos- 
sestion deadly weapon.^, drilling under 
arms with intention to inillct grievous 
bodily Injury, and threatening to in- 
jure public property and threatening 
the lives of persons anxious to resume 
work. Ten arro.-t.s have been made. 
The prisoners will be taken to White 
Plains Jail to await examination.

"Trades Union Tyranny." Within a 
few days thousands of cards will be 
distributed among the Employes of 
nonunion employers setting forth the 
scope of the movement and requesting 
signatores to a monater petition to the 
city, state and national governments 
for the maintenance of the constitu- 
ticiial rights of workmen, and insist- 
ing tbat protection be given to non- 
union workmen. 



ISr-cured ail Advance. 
Indianapolis, April 19.— Tbe follow- 
ing telegram was received at the head- 
quarters of the United Mine Workers 
from G. A. Purcell, national board 
member, at Central City, Ky. : "We 
have made a settlement at 13 2-3 per 
cent advance. Semi-monthly pay day." 
The advance Is for all the miners, who 
have been on strike in the central Iven- 
tucky field. It is now thought at head- 
QUgrtert that the Jelllco, Tenn., min- 
ers will get a settlement soon and re- 
turn to work. The Kentucky advance 
Is not equal to tbat given at the In- 
dianapolia interstate agreement made 
January last.

In the <,'ontrovpr»y Uetweeu I'nited 
StatM and Turkey. 
London, April 19.— Keen interest is 
mahlfested here in threateAeA actiofi 

of the United States against Turkey, 
particularly in view of the sultan'? 
recalritran. y In c onnpction with the 
increase of the customs duties. The 
fourth eolleetlve note of the embassies 
objecting to an Increase of 3 per cent 
in the duties on account of the bid 
condition of Turkish finances, witlimii 
a previous understanding with the 
powers, was handed to the Turkish 
government, but Turkey maintains 
such a firm attitude that the su.=!picion 
Is growing that some covert iutrigu.' 
is frustratiug tbe effect of tbe news. 

The St James Oasette says: "It will 
be interesting to watch the game of 
procrastination to which Europe is ac- 
customed being played with the United 
^States. America has entered tbe Eu- 
ropean arena, and apparently has no 
intention of standing any humbug 
from the Turks. Why should the? 
The eastern question has no terrors 
for a power with a whole ocean be- 
tween herself and the Bolkans. The 

president thinks the sultan has had 
grace enough, but if America sets fool 
in Asia .Minor, perhaps she will fiii'l 
that neither Russia nor Germany will 
be uninterested spectators. From our- 
selves she will get nothing but sympa- 
thy and good will." 

The Pall .\k>ll Gazette says: "Abdul 
Hamid and the steam roller are quite 
used to dodging around each other 
without damage to anybody, but the 
bruque hurry of the Ameiican gov- 
ernment must be rather disconcerting. 
These Americans, so far from playing 
a game, are positively talking of seiz- 
ing Smyrna." The papers generally 
think Abdul Hamid will pay up. 

The Turkish Muddle. 

Washington. April 10.— .Mi Ferrouh 
Bey, the Turkish minister to tbe Unit- 
ed States, win call at the state depart- 
ment to ascertain what foundation 
there is for the reports that the ad- 
ministration is preparir.g to hand hini 
bis passports, in the event that the 
sublime ports declines to pay the mis- 
sionary claims pending against it. Sim- 
ilar queries will be made by represcn- 
tativc.> of European governments in 
Washington. The state department is 
maintaining a discreet silence, al- 
though It Is known that when Secre- 
tary Hay returns from New York he 
will sign a peremptory note to the sub- 
lime porta demanding prompt action 
upon American claims. All Ferrouh 
Bey, In dlrcus.sing the matter, de- 
clared that Turkey Is not responsible 
for the claims, as it had given ade- 
quate protection to foreigners residing 
within Its boundaries during the revo- 
lution some years ago. Those close 
to the Turkish minister declare that 
the United States would Ije a greater 
sufferer than Turkey if the diplomatic 
relations were suspended. 



Will Get Another Invitation. 
Chicago, April 19.— Spain's minister 
to the United States, the Due D'Arcos, 
is to be invited to attend the thirty- 
fourth national encampment of the 
Grand Army, to be held in Chicago in 
August William H. Harper, executive 
director of the local committee, said 
that the invitation will be forwarded 
in a few days. An acceptance is ex- 
pected^ notwithstanding tbe fact that 
the duke was Irritated by the receipt 
of a request that he attend the Dewey 
celebration.

The convention was scheduled to 
meet at noon, but a rule for the admis- 
sion of only u'ncontested delegates 
caused confusion and delay. Oaston 
Scott, a \'aiiglin uiAn of Montgomery, 
was at the rear door guarding it when 
Moragne of Etowah county, who had 
been appointed sergeant-at-arms by a 
majority of the executive committee, 
demandeil admittance and was refused. 

This caused a war of words and 
Moragne shot Scott once In tbe thumb, 
once In the breast and one shot went 
wild. Scott made an effort to shoot. 
This started a great uproar. Moragne 
was carried to tbe governor's office, 
where be was when Taylor Scott, a 
brother of the wounded /nan, ran to 
the outside door of the governor's 
ufllce and fired two shot down the 
hall, but hit no one. 

He was stopped and quieted by by- 
standers. After the statehouse bad 
been closed to them the Bingham fac- 
tion went to IJorsett hall, and tbe 
Vaughn side to tbe auditorium. Two 
conventions were held.

Cripple Creek, Colo., April 19.— Cir- 
cular letters from the Philadelphia 
smelter at Pueblo have been received 
by mine and sample managers offering 
to take Cripple Creek ores at tbe old 
rate. Twenty dollars an ounce will be 
paid for the gold, and a treatment 
charge .on eentract ore of from $9' to 
$10 offered. It Is the general belief 
that th.' smelter trust will be com- 
pelled to meet this advance in rates, 
ted tbat tbe mUl owaert wUl so ad- 
vance the price of gold and reduce th* 
treatment charges. The smelter trust 
is now paying only $19.50 for the gold. 
This means a heavy loss to scores of 
piines tbat have been shipping lilgb 
grade ore running all the way from 
10 to 400 ounces a ton in carload lots.

ITS. 

Imagine a combination of twenty com 
panics, managed by a little band of trus 
tees, having a combined capital of t97,' 
L'.")0,000, increasing that capitalization to 
$()00,000,00b, and forcing the people of 
the United States to pay a high nte of 
interest on the ocean of water repre- 
sented by the latter fabricated valuation 

This is what former Attorney General 
Monnett, of Ohio, in the Chicago Trib 
nne says the Standard Oil Company of 
Ohio is doing, in defiance of the decree 
of the Supreme Court of that State. 

The trust pretended to dissolve its 
combination, and tlion^di forbidden to 
pay dividends to the trustees of the 
trusts, it has* paid since March, 1802, 
when the decree of the Supreme Court 
of Ohio was made, upwards of thirty 
(juarterly dividends, the first twenty- 
three at 3 per cent., and paid 4o per 
cent, in specials up to 1803-114 per 
cent, in a little over three years, or|110,> 
865,000 on the capiulisalion. 

The estimated annual dividends for 
nine years past, including that of 1!»00 at 
150,000,000, is $l'3r,000,000, all exacted of 
consumenket a monopolistic price rang- 
ing from 200 to 100 per cent, more than 
the norinal price would be with open 
competition. 

This is the trust which has forfeited 
its charter iu Ohio, but continues on in 
dtiiance of law or judiolel prohibition.

Mrs. F. A. Mackoy died at her home 
in Kosedale, Kansas, a suburban town of 
Kansas City, Mo., April 4th, of pnen-' 
monia, aged nearly eighty-one years. 
She was tbe wife of John T. Mackoy and 
they with their nine children were born 
fu Mason Coonty, in sod immediately 
around Dover. 

They left Dover in October. 1869, for 
Monroe County, Mo., but came becit to 
Dover in 1863, and moved to their htm 
in Wyandotte County, Kansas, seven 
miles west of Kanaas City, in 1866, where 
thsy Hted natfl abonl ten yean ego, 
when they moved to Roeedale, where 
John T. Mackoy, tbe husband, died 
seven yean ago. Sis children survive 
her. 

Bays the Dover News in spealiing of 
her death: "Her grandfather, Lewis 
Oraig, a Baptist misister, was imprisonei 
in Virginia in revolutionary times for 
preaching tbe Gospel, and Patrick Henry 
rode sixty miles on horseback to defend 
htm. He, then, with his whole church 
— some four hundred in all— emigrated to 
Kentucky on horseback and in wagons, 
and he settled in Mason Ooonty, at'the 
old Craig homestead, two miles south 
of Dover on the Minerva pike. In this 
place several generations of Oraigs rest 
in the old family burying ground. 

"The old Craig house was among the 
first brick houses built in Mason County 
and was built at such an early date 
that nails could not be had, and the 
shingles were put on with wooden pins 
"Mrs. Mackoy bad many friends and 
relativee in Dover and Mason Ctonnty 
who will learn of lier death with deep 
regret, but they have the consolation of 
knowing that she died as she had lived 
a truly consecrated Christian, and has 
only passed over the river to await their 
coming."

THE HANNA SUBSIDY BILL. 
The luxurious steamship St. Louis, 
owned by the Standard Oil crowd, is of 
11,620 tons. Her speed is "twenty-one 
knots or ovi r'' per hour. So muub space 
is taken np by engines and by gorgeous 
cabins and card rooms that she csoriee 
only about 3,500 tons of cargo. • By the 
terms of the subsidy bill, even as 
amended, the St. Louis would draw from 
the Treasury about $2(i,000 fur each 
round trip. 

An average freight steamer of 0,000 
gross, that is measured tonnage, carries 
7,600 tons of cargo. Such steamers are 
slow, usually less than eleven knots 
The subsidy of the freighter over the 
same rente as the St. Louis woold be^ by 
tbe amended bill, $4,7-W- 

The freighter carries wheat, corn, pork, 
cottoti, flour. The "ocean grey hound" 
c-irries millionaires and expensive man- 
ufactured produets, osnaHy the surplus 
manufactures of some trust soldjahroad 
f jr less than the people of the United 
States can buy them. Where does tbe 
farmer come in? What does he got for 
his share in tbe subsidy 7 

The highest subsidies by this bill as 
attended are to be paid to swift steam 
ers. American farm products go by slow 
steamers, but immigrants come by fast 
liners. Tbe four SUndard Oil ships that 
float the American flag reserve almost 
as much spaoe for immigrants as for 
cargo and draw subsidy on this space at 
a figure dooble that paid tbe freighters. 
Three of these ships last year brought 
in 11,341 steerage passengers, and this 
year the numbers are lugar, and tbe 
foreign built ships of the same company 
brought in over 21,000 more. 

The subsidy bill pays twice as much 
to ships employed in bringing hither 
immigrants to glut the labor market as 
it does to ships which carry American 
farm prodj^pta to forelgn^arkets. That 
is what tbe Septtblicans eall stimulating 
American exports. 



Mr. E. F. Taylor, formerly of this 
county, now living in California, has se 
cured letters patent on a preparation for 
pn-Ferving railroad ties, that is destined, 
it is thought, to revolutionise the matter 
of having the ties renewed so often on 
account of rot and decay.

'acilic to compel an accounting therefor, 
ud will lilcely get judgment for the full 
amount claimed. 

Several roads in Mexico that got hold 
of the preparation and used it will also 
be foroed io settle.
